SCHOOL REPORT. 


Le eh 


In making the report required by law, of the condition of the common 
schools of this town, your Committee desire to say, that the trust which 
had formerly been exercised by elder as well as wiser men, was not ac- 
cepted without diffidence, and many misgivings that the public interest 
would be less acceptably, if net less faithfully served than it heretofore 
had been; but relying upon the hearty co-operation of the citizens of the 
town, the trust was acccpted, and its obligations discharged, in obedi- 
ence to sworn duty, ‘‘according to the best of ability and agreeably’ to 
the laws, &c.” 

Not having had the superintendence of schools in former years, your 
Committee do not feel authorized to use the stereotyped language usual- 
ly found in reports—*‘the condition of our common schools is improv- 
ing”—but, although there are many things pertaining thereto that imme- 
diately demand a reformation, itis believed, from what acquaintance 
your Committee have with the condition of schools in surrounding places, 
that Old Hillsborough will compare, in this respect, not unfavorably with 
her sister towns. That she be coutent with nothing less than pre-emi- 
nence should be the effort of every citizen. 

A few general suggestions and criticisms, before giving the detailed 
reports of each district, may not be wholly out of place; and altho’ 
the same field has been traversed year after year,and all the evils attend. 
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ing our school system ably and eloquently portrayed by your Committees 
in former years, with at best, but imperfect success toward securing a 
perfect discharge of duty on the part of parents, your present Commit- 
mittee, remembering the old adage of the ‘‘constant drop,” and trusting 
that the day willisometime be reached when a deaf ear will not be turned 
to these entreaties, and that most sacred ofall duties no longer be neg- 
lected, contribute their drop to what has before been said on this sub- 
ject; and though conscious that long before that millennium day shall 
be reached, the drop will be lost inthe mighty river of good words which 
has been gathering its waters so long, are fully satisfied to know that it was 
consigned to the right channel and forms a part of the vast tide of pub- 
lic opinion which is constantly flowing towards the improvement of the 
human race. 

First, every district should have a good, comfortable school house, 
well ventilated. By this, a costly structure is not intended, but a build- 
ing “wind and water tight,” with seats of a proper height and construc- 
tion to accommodate pupils of all the various sizes that attend our dis- 
trict schools. | 

As to ventilation, the later and more approved treatises recommend 
that it be through a ventilator in the ceiling, rather than by means of 
broken window panes, loose clap-boards, or holes in the plastering. Dis- 
trict No. 10 and some others might perhaps be profited by an attention 
to these matters. ; 

It is felt to be a duty to callattention to the very few visits that have 
been made by parents to the schools during the past year. This seems 
strange, and can be accounted for only upon the supposition that other 
things are of more importance and of greater, interest to the people of 
this town than’the moral and intellectual training of those who are some 
day to constitute the governing power of the nation, and stamp the im- 
press of their own characters upon the institutions of their country. It 
seems strange that those of our citizens whvu are active in the promotion 
of churches and lectures, and other popular modes of instruction, take so. 
little interest in these nurseries of education. ‘‘The eye of the owner 
maketh the horse fat” is not a more forcible command to a business man to 
attend to his business himself than to parents to keep an-eye on the de- 
velopment of their children’s minds. Try it parents and see if your child- 
ren.do not learn faster, besides learning less that you must unlearn them, 
then when left wholly to the care of servants. It is sometimes said by 
way of reply, and truly enough too, that a great deal of the trouble in 
our schools-is caused by the officious intermeddling of parents and guardi- 
ans with their suggestions and, complaints. To such no invitation is ex- 
tended. No assistance is asked except from those whose hearts are 
brimfuil of charity for the frailties of human nature, and who are ready 
to extend their earnest sympathy and cooperation to the faithful teacher, | 
whose life is fully enough chequered by care without an additional bur- 
den being imposed upon it by the unkindness or even thoughtlessness of 
those outside the school room. 

Your Committee desire to walk in the footsteps of their predecessors 
by calling attention once more to the remissness of. Prudential Commit- 
tees in the discharge of their duties. A thankless task, all are aware, but 
one which should continue to be performed until at least some small 
degree of attention is paid to the statute upon this point. A transcript 
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of Chap. 74, Sec. 12, Com. Statutes is given for their benefit. ‘It shall 
‘be the duty of the Prudential Committee to select and hire teachers for 
the district, provide for their board, furnish necessary fuel, make sucn oc- 
casional repairs in the school house and furniture as may be necessary, 
not exceeding in amount five per cent. of the school money of the dis- 
trict, notify the Superintending School Committee of the commencement 
of the Summer and Winter School, and give them‘all such information 
and assistance as may be necessary for the performance of their duties.’ 
Your Committee have always understood this provision as making it the 
duty of the Prudential Committee to give notice BEFORE the commence-' 
ment of the term, but in several instances, the first intimation that a 
teacher had been hired or that a school was about to commence, has been 
from persons outside of the Prudential Committee, that school had al- 
ready begun. In some instances the Prudential Committees have brought 
around their candidates for examination after their schools had com- 
menced. Perhaps your Committee have acted unwisely if not illegally 
by recognizing such schools at all. The only apology that can be given 
is the fact that such neglect was not the fault of the teachers, who. were 
generally well qualified, but wholly of the Prudential Committee, 

Another glaring violation of law has been committed by Prudential 
Committees this year as formerly, in regard to the payment. of teachers 
before their registers were accepted by the Superintending Committee. 
Chap. 77, Sec. 19, Com. Statutes declares ‘‘It shall be the duty of every, 
teacher of a public school to make, at the close thereof, a report to the 
Superintending Committee of the town, ofthe number of scholars, male 
and female, that have attended; the branches of learning taught, and the 
_ progress made. And no teacher shall be entitled to pay for his, services 
until this provision has been complied with.” A common sense construc- 
tion of this section must be, that no Prudential, Committee has a right- 
to pay a teacher until his register has been accepted by. the Superintend- 
ing Committee, for, of course there must, or ought to be some evidence 
that ‘This provision has been complied with,” and whose business is it to 
judge except the persons pointed out by statute? Not adollar of the. 
school money has been legally paid to the teachers this year, and the 
same is said by last year’s Committee, and it is probable that but few in- 
stances of compliance with this provision can be found. If some of the 
Committee-men have to refund to the town the entire amount so paid 
out by them, they will probably be more cautious in the future. Teachers 
have also neglected to report the ‘progress made,” in every instance but 
three; consequently but three teachers have been entitled to the first 
dollar of pay at any time. ‘Teachers will probably, never learn to ob- 
serve the law, until they have to wait for their pay until they merc¢ it by 
doing their whole dut y: 

Your teachers have failed more generally in the power of keeping good, 
order than in the ability to teach the branches. required, | This is felt!to 
be a grievous drawback and one which should be remedied at all haz-) 
ards.. Your Committee believe in discipline ; that a little breaking is as 
necessary to make a good citizen. as a good ‘horse, and accordingly in- 
structed all teachers to insist upon the most implicit obedience to every 
rule, no matter how small, promising to sustain them in everything with. 
in the bounds of reason. Some of our male teachers profited by this 
direction and used the cudgel effectively, and it is a matter of regret that 
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the teacher of our largest school caved to the Prudential Committee on 
this point without consulting those whose right and business it was to 
direct him in the government of his school. “Authority i in schools, as in 
families, should not pass into the hands of the children at too early a 
day; it is apt to make them ‘‘slop over.” 

Book agents have been as thick as locusts in harvest time, but whether 
wisely or not, but few changes have been recommended during the 
year. Whether every new text book is an improvement upon all for- 
mer ones, as is generally contended by the authors and publishers, is no 
part of present duty to decide, but it is certainly true that Shakespeare 
and Milton retain their places among the models despite the host of 
writers with all the benefits of modern improvements. 

No attempt has been mode in the following reports to write up or 
write down a reputation for or against any particular teacher, but all 
have been left to look for reward upon that escatcheon which neither 
rust nor time can corrode, the immortal mind of the rising generation.
